Feral cat population Forging ahead with 


causes concern

AGAWAM — Town and animal control officials in two 
communities have been dealing with a feral cat population 
that has already resulted in two confirmed cases of rabies in 
Agawam and the first case found recently in Southwick. 

Agawam town officials recently learned there have been 
issues with feral cats in their community and have begun tak- 
ing steps to remedy the situation through a partnership with 
the Dakin Pioneer Valley Humane Society. 

Dakin has been helping to trap and remove many feral cats 
from the population and have even euthanized some cats free 
of charge. 

In Agawam, Animal Control Officer Alison Strong has 
been contending with the issue of feral cats in some neigh- 
borhoods, and said she has had two instances of rabies in 
the community. She complimented Dakin for their help in 
accommodating the needs of Agawam, which does not nor- 
mally deal with cat situations. 

“They were very generous in helping us to deal with the 
situation here,” said Strong. 

According to Massachusetts General Laws, towns are re- 
quired to have a method in place to handle dogs, but they 
are not required to take care of cats. Most recently, Agawam 
reached an agreement to join a joint shelter in Westfield 
along with the town of West Springfield. 

Residents should continue to be aware of possible feral cat 
populations in town and report issues to the Agawam Police 
Department as soon as possible. 

In Southwick, one of a few communities that boards cats 
after they are found, Animal Control Officer Tracey Root 
came before the Board of Selectmen Monday night and 
sought permission to notify residents and begin entering 
some neighborhoods near the Congamond Lakes to attempt 
to trap and obtain some control of the population.

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School Street Barn a 


‘diamond in the rough’

he town of Agawam is steeped in agricultural history, 

the last vestige of which is known today as the “School 
Street Barn,’ a structure that, for the last 130 years, has 
stood prominently above the floodplain of the Connecticut 
River. In its heyday, the barn was once the center of one 
of the most thriving agricultural hubs in western Massa- 
chusetts. 

Though it still touts the red exterior, decades of hard use 
and some neglect have masked its facade, causing some to 
question its importance to the community. But cynics need 
only slide aside the grand double doors to notice the struc- 
ture’s awe-inspiring interior and realize the School Street 
Barn is “a diamond in the rough,” said Deborah Dachos, 
director of Planning and Community Development. 

“When you open those doors and you walk into it, it 
just takes you back to the 1800s,” she said. “I’ve been in 
a lot of barns and they’re very utilitarian, but this barn is 
extremely special.” 

According to Dachos, the barn was purchased by the 
town in 2002 along with 49.3 acres of land on which 
the structure currently sits. Since that time, a dedi- 
cated group of residents have been working to raise 
public awareness of the barn’s historic past. The goal, 
she said, is to restore the barn to its original glory 
while at the same time renovating it so that it could be 
used for a host of community activities and functions. 
“They’re all in love with the barn,” she said of the half- 
dozen residents who have committed to working on behalf 
of the barn since it came into town ownership. 

Recently, with the support of the Massachusetts Histori- 
cal Commission, the town of Agawam has submitted to 
the U.S. Department of Interior a National Historic Regis- 
ter nomination form. Listing on the National Register is a 
“rare privilege” granted to those structures and places that 
“hold a special place in American history,’ said Dachos. 
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Council to 
consider 
restriction 


Next meeting set for Feb. 6

AGAWAM — If the efforts of one city councilor come 
to fruition, the town will place a restriction on the deed to 
School Street Park, prohibiting growing vegetables or fruit 
that would be consumed on a section of the park adjacent to 
the Agawam Sportsman’s Club on Corey Street. 

Councilor Robert Magovern sponsored the resolution, 
which the council will mull over at the Feb. 6 meeting. 

According to the resolution, the parcels contain residual 
hazards associated with contaminants and volatile organic 
compounds, and the Massachusetts Department of Environ- 
mental Protection (MassDEP) is requiring the town restrict 
the deed to School Street Park in order for the sportsman’s 
club property to be sold. 

A Massachusetts Contingency Plan (MCP) risk assessment 
was conducted on the site, and based upon the recent and his- 
torical soil sampling, it was determined that the site does not 
pose a human hazard if no consumable fruits and vegetables 
are grown there. In a letter to the town of Agawam, dated Jan. 
4, licensed site professional Thomas Duffield of Duffield En- 
gineering and Consulting, based in Keene, N.H., stated that a 
restriction should be placed prohibiting the growing of fruits 
and vegetables and excavation into the ground there.

“The School Street Barn is one such place, represent- 
ing a rare New England style high-drive post and beam 
Structure,’ she said. 


A unique past 

The barn represents not only a rare construction style, 
but also occupied a unique place in Agawam’s agricultural 
heritage. 

Starting in the 1940s, the barn was part of the Hamden 
County Jail prison farm and housed equipment, livestock 
and farm products used to feed prisoners at the former 
York Street Jail, said Dachos. Thirty to 40 inmates came 
to work the farm daily. In 1943, the farm produced 1,500 
gallons of tomatoes, 450 gallons of green tomato relish, 
300 gallons of spinach, 125 gallons of carrots, 12 barrels 
of sauerkraut, and 10 barrels of pickles. 

The program continued through the 1980s, with the 
number of inmates being fed rising from 200 in the mid- 
1940s to more than 600 in the late 1980s. An abundance 
of produce allowed the jail farm to send excess food to 
homeless families in Springfield and Holyoke.

Agawam Robotics team FTC 839 
competed for its first qualifying tourna- 
ment last month at Boston University 
Academy. The rookie team took home the 
“PTC Design Award” for the robot design 
and will compete again Feb. 4 at Bridge- 
water State University in order to earn a 
spot at the Mass. State Championship 
tournament. 

Team FTC 839 is no stranger to Aga- 
wam. They are actually a group of former 
FIRST LEGO League (FLL) students 
also known as Lightning Lego. After 
three years in the FLL program, Light- 
ning Lego decided to move up to the 
next level, FIRST Tech Challenge (FTC). 
FTC is a robotics competition designed 


for those who want to compete head-to- 
head, using a sports model. Students are 
responsible for designing, building, and 
programming their robots to compete in 
an alliance format against other teams. 
Teams are also required to develop strat- 
egy and build robots based on sound engi- 
neering principles. Every year, teams ad- 
vance from local qualifying tournaments 
to state championship tournaments before 
advancing to the World Championship 
Tournament held each year in St. Louis, 
Mo. Although the program is designed for 
students in grades 9 through 12, Rookie 
team FTC 839 consisted of students from 
Agawam Junior High School.

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Fate of park funding in flux 


Subcommittees meet about 
failed grant request

AGAWAM - The town of Agawam has been denied state 
grant funding to help with the remaining $2.3 million in 
work necessary to complete the School Street Park project, 
and now city councilors plan to withdraw two resolutions 
related to work on the park. 

A joint meeting of two Agawam City Council subcommit- 
tees was held last Wednesday, Feb. 25, to consider the two 
resolutions. The Ad Hoc Community Preservation and the 
Recreation subcommittees ultimately agreed that withdraw- 
ing the resolutions was the correct course of action. 

Councilor George Bitzas, who chairs the Recreation Sub- 
committee, said he was disappointed that the town was de- 
nied a $500,000 grant from the State Office of Energy and 
Environmental Affairs. 

Parks and Recreation Director Christopher Sparks said it 
is possible the state will authorize another funding drive later 
this year and the town would be able to re-apply. 

Agawam was denied for the grant with a total of 56 points, 
which was not good enough according to the scoring system 
used in this situation, according to officials. 

Bitzas highlighted some of the reasons the town was 
turned away, including the fact Agawam was not a “Green 
Community.” That status was actually denied late last year 
by the state after Agawam and its energy commission worked 
diligently to try to gain the status, but fell short in that pur- 
suit when the city council turned away the stretch building 
code. That code cannot come back before the council for two 
years. 

Still, the town attempted to apply for “green” status due 
to a loophole allowing it to apply even if it had not fulfilled 
one of the five criteria required and could submit reasons to 
be considered.

Other reasons Agawam lost points in the scoring for the 
grant included the fact the park is not on a public transporta- 
tion route, thus people who do not own or have access to a 
motor vehicle cannot access the park by bus. The town was 
also denied because it is not an Environmental Justice Neigh- 
borhood, a distinction that relates to low-income housing. 

Sparks said competition for the grant was very stiff dur- 
ing this funding cycle and only 17 of 49 applications were 
accepted. 

The town purchased more than 50 acres back in 2002 on a 
large tract of land that begins at the corner of School Street 
and River Road. That land was developed into the park over 
the past several years, with many advancements done be- 
tween 2006 and 2008 

The park now has a full playground for local children to 
utilize with handicapped bathroom facilities, a youth softball 
diamond located adjacent to the playground that has been 
well utilized for travel and tournament games. 

The park also has a full-sized adult baseball diamond, 
bocce and shuffleboard, and a bicycle path. The proposed 
project would have cost $2.3 million (including the $2 mil- 
lion in CPA funds minus the $500,000 if the grant had been 
secured), which would have completed the final phase. The 
phase would have included more athletic fields, a shell for 
hosting bands, maintenance facilities, and possibly a volley- 
ball court. 

Bitzas said the $2 million has already been authorized 
from a previous vote by the CPC and would possibly move 
forward with funding a modified plan 1f the town is unable to 
get anymore grant funding. 

“We still want to do this even if the state denies us,” said 
Bitzas. “Right now, we have time to work with the designer 
and they can come back to us with a plan and we can decide 
what we can and cannot do. This grant will not be a deter- 
rent. We will work with less if we have to.” 

Because of the grant denial, the joint committee agreed 
withdrawal of the resolutions would be the appropriate ac- 
tion. That recommendation did not require a vote of the two 
committees.

In 1984 alone, the farm produced 10,000 
ears of corn, 1,400 heads of cabbage and 700 
bushels of other vegetables. At holidays, the 
farm provided dinners for the inmates and, 
as one newspaper article reported, every- 
thing served was produced by the farm, ex- 
cept the cranberries. 


Advisory committee 

In May 2008, then-mayor Susan Dawson 
appointed a committee to research the histori- 
cal significance of the School Street Barn and 
tomakerecommendations about the future use 
of the barn located at the School Street Park. 
Committee meetings were held between May 
2008 and January 2009. During that time, 
the committee conducted a survey about the 
barn; spoke with 300 residents who toured 
the structure during two open houses; met 
with local civic organizations such as Aga- 
wam Historical Commission, Cultural Coun- 
cil, Department of Parks and Recreation, 
Rotary and Boy Scouts; visited historic re- 
habilitated barns across the Commonwealth 
and discussed with those town officials their 
experiences relating to barn restoration; met 
with Agawam town officials; and met with 
barn rehabilitation specialists. 

In a January 2009 study released by the 
School Street Barn Advisory Committee, it 
was announced the committee decided that 
due to difficult economic times, the barn 
project be completed in phases as funding 
becomes available. It proposed three options: 
preserving/restoring the School Street Barn

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and using it for community activities with 
new restrooms located within the existing 
main level of the barn; preserving/restoring 
the School Street Barn and use it for com- 
munity activities with new restrooms located 
in anew 50-foot by 16-foot shed addition on 
the side of the barn; or preserving/restoring 
the barn to use as storage. 

In June 2011, it was announced that Aga- 
wam awarded the Pioneer Valley Planning 
Commission (PVPC) a $6,000 contract to 
bring the barn a step closer to its restoration. 
The grant was received from Agawam’s CPA 
fund. The PVPC was charged with prepar- 
ing the necessary documentation for listing 
in the National Register of Historic Places 
(which was submitted in September), and 
assisting the Agawam Planning Department 
in obtaining restoration funds from the Mas- 
sachusetts Preservation Projects Fund and 
the Agawam Community Preservation Act 
Fund. The PVPC’s contract is expected to be 
completed by Feb. 28. 

The Community Preservation Commit- 
tee (CPC) is expected to discuss the School 
Street Barn project at its Wednesday, Feb. 29 
meeting at Agawam Public Library at 6:30 
p.m.

“The sportsman’s club will have cov- 
enants and byaws to restrict this use and the 
proposed deed restriction on the specified 
area of town property will meet the MCP re- 
quirements for addressing this environmen- 
tal risk,’ he wrote. 

According to Agawam Mayor Richard 
A. Cohen, during a recent sampling of the 
sportsman’s club and abutting property 
owned by the town, trace amounts of lead 
and arsenic were found to still be present 
despite a comprehensive cleanup initiated 
by the Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA). He went on to state that the town has 
no intention to ever grow food on that par- 
ticular site since it is a wetland. 

“The use for this purpose would be a vio- 
lation of the Massachusetts Wetland Protec- 
tion Act,’ he wrote in a letter to city council- 
ors dated Jan. 25. 

Cohen went on to state that preliminary 
plans for the final phase of the School Street 
Park leave the area “undisturbed and sepa- 
rated from public recreational activities by a 
detention basin.” 

Thanks to an agreement by and between 
the EPA and justice department, the town is 
allowed to collect a percentage of back taxes 
owed and “provides for the proper discharge 
of the $817,000 lien as a result of remedia- 
tion to this site,’ Cohen wrote. “We have

“It’s becoming a real problem in some of 
these places,” said Root. “The cats are start- 
ing to bug some of the residents. They don’t 
want them there.” 

The selectmen’s biggest concern was over 
the potential trapping and possible euthaniz- 
ing of a pet cat. Selectmen Chairman Fred 
Arnold said he did not want anyone’s pets to 
be trapped or hurt in the process of removing 
feral cats from the area. 

“Please make sure we are informing the 
residents of what is going on and that they 
have the opportunity to get their cats indoors 
so they are not caught,” said Arnold. 

Root said she would utilize the town’s 
website and local media in order to inform 
residents of where she would begin trying to

also obtained property tax abatement autho- 
rization from the Department of Revenue on 
this property.” 

In December 2005, the council voted to 
rezone the sportsman’s club property to Res- 
idence A-3 allowing for the construction of 
condominiums or apartments after approval 
of the planning board and conservation com- 
mission, he said, adding, “I feel that it is in 
the best interest of the town and its residents 
to return this [sportsman’s club] property to 
the tax rolls and allow for its development.” 

In other news, the city council will vote to 
appoint Christina Thompson of Agawam to 
the Agawam Housing Authority for an un- 
expired term expiring the second Monday in 
January 2014. A vacancy was created on the 
board in December when Vincenzo Ronghi 
of Feeding Hills, resigned from his seat on 
the housing authority. 

Thompson, whose five-year term as the 
Governor’s appointee to the Board of Com- 
missioners of the Agawam Housing Author- 
ity recently ended, submitted a letter of in- 
terest to Cohen in November. 

“I thoroughly enjoyed the experience and 
felt that the opportunity to serve the town in 
this fashion was one that was too good to 
pass up,” she wrote. 

The city council will meet Monday, Feb. 
6 at 7 p.m. at Roberta G. Doering School on 
Main Street.

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Life coach lectures at Agawam library

The Agawam Public Library featured life 
coach Peggy Hoime and her secrets of how 
to create happiness for its latest AuthorTalk 
at the end of January. 

“Happiness is really at the core of what 
everyone wants. The library is a great place 
for a workshop like this because people go 
there to explore, learn new things and grow 
from them,” said Hoime, owner of Wake Up 
Coaching. 

In the 90-minute workshop, Hoime of- 
fered strategies and answers to how people 
can live more positive, happy lives. The 
message of her lecture, based on her semi- 
nar called “The Eight Principles of Practi- 
cal Happiness,” included an interactive time 
when people could share personal stories 
and get immediate feedback. 

“One audience member asked how they 
could clear away old beliefs. It was a bril- 
liant question,” said Hoime. “As people take 
steps to be more aware, they can pinpoint 
the ‘hand me down’ beliefs that are holding 
them back and not serving them. Asking if a 
belief is really working for me takes a lot of 
courage.” 

Hoime, who has offered two coaching 
workshops at the library before, also talked 
about the feeling of freedom that comes with 
learning to let go. She urged that being clear 
and knowing what a person can and can- 
not control — like the actions of children, 
spouses or friends — is essential. 

“What I teach is really founded on living 
a choice-full life. I only share the practical 
tools that I use on a daily basis,” she said. 


“You can’t make choices until you’re first 
aware of what you want and how you really 
want to live your life.” 

Hoime works with businesses to address- 
es the ups and downs of office life with her 
seminar “Practical Happiness in the Work- 
place.” In her coaching practice, she helps 
her clients find that eye in the middle of the 
storm. A stage three colon cancer survivor, 
she speaks from experience of how to walk 
in that place of peace, even after an unfavor- 
able diagnosis. 

“I had no symptoms. I went to my doc- 
tor because my voice was very hoarse at the 
time. If it would have just been about the 
colonoscopy, I may have put it off,” she said, 
noting how she tells everyone she meets that 
their 50th birthday present to themselves 
should be a colonoscopy. 

Cancer gave Hoime a wake-up call. As 
soon as she finished with chemotherapy and 
the doctor gave her a clean bill of health, she 
enrolled in the Coaches Training Institute of 
San Raphael, Calif., to receive her life coach- 
ing certification. Since then she has become 
certified through mylifecompass.com for 
corporate coaching and is currently working 
on her certification through Abundance In- 
telligence Institute, founded by Springfield 
native, Kim George. 

As a life coach, Hoime helps people stay 
in action. She lends a hand to figure out how 
they want to be in their relationships and in 
their work. She then holds them accountable 
to what they need to create or whatever it is 
that they want. 

“Its easy to be happy when the bank ac- 
count is full, when health is great, when the 
relationship is working, when the kids are

doing well, how do you be happy for no rea- 
son? People want to have consistent place of 
peace or contentment, even in all the chaos 
and bad news,” she said. 

Hoime’s motivational speaking career 
started over 20 years ago when she was an 
elementary and special education teacher in 
North Dakota. She spoke to educators about 
the young students she worked with, who 
were labeled as “challenging” and “unable 
to learn,’ and how finding their strengths 
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helped them succeed in the classroom. 

“Anything with kids is near and dear to 
my heart,’ said Hoime, who was once la- 
beled as “learning challenged” and told that 
she should not attend college. ““They’re not 
square pegs to fit into round holes. If they 
learn at an early age to believe in themselves 
and their gifts, they will be unstoppable.” 

Hoime grew up in Minnesota, attended 
Bemidji State College and graduated with 
honors from Minnesota State University 
Moorhead. She lived most of her adult life in 
North Dakota until she moved to Westfield 
13 years ago. She has lived in Agawam for 
over 9 years. 

Her “Practical Happiness for Children” 
seminars offer parents ideas of how to teach 
their children from a very young age about 
the principals of gratitude, consequences, 
choice and autonomy to give them a com- 
petitive edge as adults. 

“Parents and teachers are not here to dic- 
tate, we are here to guide children to believ- 
ing in themselves and having confidence. 
We are raising little people to grow up and 
these skills make happy, productive adults,” 
she said.

A little 
green shoot appeared but did 
not get any bigger than about 
six inches tall. This past sum- 
mer I watered and fertilized 
it and I now have about 8 to 
10 green leaves but no sign 
of any blossom. Any sugges- 
tions?”

best possible light while it is green. After it 
goes dormant, Ill repot into fresh soil and 
cross my fingers for beautiful blooms next 
year. Let’s compare notes in 12 months! 
Mas also wrote in with this hint for 

initiating flowers on her Christmas 
cactus: “My strategy for 
getting blooms for Christ- 
mas is to withhold water 
in the fall for a month. Re- 
sume watering cautiously 
in mid to late October, but 
don’t overwater. I must 
admit that this does not 
always work. One year the 
cactus didn’t bloom until 
Easter!” Although some 
experts disagree with the 
theory that drought will in- 
duce flowers in Christmas 
cactus I admit I too have 
seen a correlation.

in one of your columns 
that hyacinths are some of 
the easiest bulbs to force 
indoors, so I gave it a try quite by accident. 
Like lots of other gardeners, my eyes were 
bigger than my garden when I placed my 
spring bulb order. I simply ran out of room

and was left with several bulbs. At first I 
thought I would turn over a new garden plot, 
but then I ran out of time. My bulbs sat in 
a cool mudroom from mid-October through 
early December. I remember reading that 
hyacinths need a chilling period, so I thought 
that would suffice. I put some in vases, like 
the “forcing glasses” you read about and 
positioned these in a sunny window of the 
house. It took a couple of weeks for roots 
and leaves to form and another week or so 
for the flower to appear. My question is this: 
The leaves never got that big, and for a while 
the flower stem was “stuck” in the middle 
of the plant - it didn’t elongate. In fact, the 
first florets opened in that stuck position. 
Finally the stem grew longer, but within a 
week or so the flowers were gone. What did 
I do wrong?” 

I’m sorry your first attempt at indoor forc- 


ing didn’t go as planned. My guess is that 
you should have put the hyacinth glasses in 
a cool, dark location for four to five weeks 
to root before bringing them into your liv- 
ing space. I think that the hyacinths were 
trying to root, grow leaves and flowers all at 
the same time. Unfortunately you ended up 
with stunted foliage and flowers because of 
it. Don’t let this first experience discourage 
you; order some extra hyacinth bulbs on pur- 
pose this year and give it another try.
